The death of Amtrak Board Member Edward L. Ullman the morning 
of April 24 saddens us personally and leaves a void that all 
rail travel supporters will feel directly or indirectly. Prof, 
Ullman was a noted transportation expert and an ardent supporter 
of rail travel. Following his appointment as one of three con- 
sumer representatives on the Amtrak Board for a 4-year term in 
April, 1974, Prof, Ullman worked unstintingly to improve passen- 
ger train service. He was an outspoken supporter of better lea- 
dership at Amtrak. We did not personally meet him until our 
trip to Washington last month, and for a few brief hours during 
our two-day stay came to feel that we had formed a new and last- 
ing friendship. That it should be severed so abruptly and soon 
is incredible to us, The short trip on train 176 described in 
our last issue proved unhappily to be Prof, Ullman's last train 
trip.

ADD BALTIMORE TO the list of cities interested in the possibility of applying for 
Federal funds to build a downtown people mover system, 

AFTER MONTHS OF wrangling and uncertainty, construction of at least 8 miles of heavy 
rail rapid transit in Baltimore seems assured, In spite of an official ground brea- 
king ceremony last year, the whole project has been in limbo because of cost estim- 
ates (over $700 million) and the cries of many that a less expensive light rail or 
other alternative should be substituted, And the legislature had to approve funds 
in order to avoid loss of half a billion dollars promised by Washington. The deci- 
sion came down to the wire in the legislative session which concluded in early April 
as opponents in the state senate mounted a filibuster which stalled business for a 
week. Compromise and legislative maneuvers finally prevailed, and the state budget, 
complete with funds for the transit line, went to the Governor with one day left in 
the session. There will be no grand opening, however, before at least 1982, of the 
line from downtown Baltimore to the northwest corner of the city--about half of it 
under ground. 

SAN FRANCISCO REMAINS tied up as of this writing (Apr 27) with its strike of city 
workers which has halted the Municipal Railway--no buses, streetcars, cable cars, 
The Chamber of Commerce has even commented that it has proven that a city can get 

by without public transportation. Since last issue, the Golden Gate Transit bus 
drivers, which handle runs from San Francisco to points in Marin County, have gone 
on strike, and Golden Gate Bridge auto traffic is reaching new peaks--of numbers, 
and presumably of pollution and energy and time waste.

THE DAYLINER SERVICE between Victoria and Parksville on the E&N was resumed Apr 10 
after a lapse of 10 days. The RDC had derailed Mar 31 and was sent to Vancouver 

for repairs. Some wheals were replaced, and air conditioning equipment was removed, 
to be replaced later. 

THAT 129mph SPEED record set by LRC equipment on CP Rail's Adirondack subdivision 
betters the former CP speed record of 112mph set by a 4-44 Jubilee-series steam en- 
gine in 1936. The LRC run was also slightly faster than the famous "999" run on the 
New York Central at the turn of the century. 

RAIL OFFICIALS REPORT that they are baffled at the recent statement by Federal Tran- 
sport Minister Otto Lang that the lines should begin ordering new passenger equipment 
immediately, having been informed that they will be granted an adequate return on | 
passenger operations. Both CN and CP Rail execs indicate they expect to have the 
government subsidy on passenger losses raised from 80% to 100%, but say the revision 
has not been confirmed. 

PROPOSALS TO RELOCATE CN terminal facilities away from the resort community of Jasper 
have been defeated, and rail operations will continue at the scenic site. The deci- 
sion was announced by Northern Development Minister Judd Buchanan, Some 500 CN em- 
ployees and family members would have been forced from their homes should CN have 

been ordered out, 

A SPRING ANNOUNCEMENT is expected in Ottawa on development of a high-speed passenger 
train project. Rumours indicated a budget of about $42 million, a 3-year test period, 
and pinpointed either Montreal-Quebec City or Toronto-Windsor as the likely sites. 
CANADIAN FEDERAL GOVERNMENT is willing to examine feasibility of a railway to Alaska, 
even tho such a project would not be "commercially viable" at the present time. The 
announcement was made in Ottawa by Kenneth Henderson, director of railway planning, 
after a mid-April meeting with U.S, officials, including Alaska state representatives. 
Estimated cost of connecting the Alaska Ruy with existing Canadian routes is $500 mil. 
CN HAS BEGUN construction of 94 miles of double track between Minaki and Ottermere, 
east of Winnipeg, to improve traffic flow. The daily SUPER CONTINENTAL uses this 
route, Additional double-track construction is expected in the next few years. 

RAIL LABOUR GROUPS are irritated by CP Rail's appeal of a CTC order requiring "ditch 
lights” be added to locomotives assigned to mountain divisions west of Calgary. CP 
claims the cost would be $282,426 for the 563 locomotives in question. The issue 
became lively following a 1974 derailment caused by a night rockslide, 

CN RECENTLY MADE another reduction in first class service. Since CN does not pub- 
lish equipment, these reductions have gone largely unnoticed. (1)There is no longer 
sleeping car service on the Sydney train, Nos, 18-19 now normally carry, from Syd- 
ney: baggage (Truro), unreserved coach, dinette, Daynighter coach (Montreal). (2) 

One club car roundtrip has been eliminated from the Toronto-Windsor pool. The car 

was on #141, the 9:05 from Toronto, returning on #146, the 2:05pm from Windsor. The 
car on #146 covered no meal periods and had Tittle business. Service was at one 
round trip until CN restructured its southwestern Ontario service in 1973, when it 

was increased to three. The two remaining round trips now run daily. 

THE SUPER CONTINENTAL runs have been lengthened effective Apr 25: westbound the CN 
train takes thr TOmins longer than before, and eastbound it's 2hrs 5mins longer. 

The westbound leaves Montreal 9:20pm, Toronto 11:30pm, arrives Vancouver 8:30am,

AMTRAK SPRING SCHEDULE CHANGES : 


With the national changeover to Daylight Saving Time, Amtrak announced April 25 
schedule changes and issued new timetables. In addition, a new train for summer N 
was announced: the PALMETTO, an all-Amfleet train, will run New York-Charleston= 1 
Savannah southbound from June 15 to Sept 7 and northbound from June 16 to Sept 8. 4 
It will serve new experimental stops at Dillon and Kingstree, SC. The schedule is y 
shown at the bottom of this page. Amtrak said that the train will offer Amclub i 
and Amlounge service, and will have less dense coach seating than the present 84 
seats in Amcoaches, for long distance travel. The name PALMETTO was first used in 
Dec 1909 by the Atlantic Coast Line, and is taken from South Carolina's official 
state tree. The 850-mile route will be the longest Anfleet route in the system, 

Le of Amtrak's spring schedule changes were listed in our Second February issue 
(p.15), and other highlights are given here. The SILVER METEOR and CHAMPION will 
again be consolidated (as last fall) between New York and Jacksonville. This also 
results in a schedule lengthening of 30 to 55 minutes. The southbound SILVER STAR 


gets 15mins added to its schedule (to St. Pete) and 5mins (to Miami), while the > 


northbound time is shortened by 10mins. The FLORIDIAN no longer splits at Jackson- 
ville, but at Auburndale, FL. 

The Boston section of the LAKE SHORE LIMITED gets 20mins cut from its westbound 
time and 40mins from the eastbound schedule, As noted earlier, all trains on ICG

e BILEVEL AMFLEET CAR? 

In our visit to Amtrak head- 
quarters reported on last issue, 
we prowled thru the design dept. 
and saw on the drawing boards the 
unexpected design shown at right, 
This one excited us because it 
sffers true front and rear view- 
ing, which only a dome can provide. 
Amtrak said engineers called the 
idea structurally sound. By notch- 
ing down the end of the roof, wind- 
ows can be placed across the width 
of the car. By utilizing waste 
space under present Anfleet cars, 
two levels can be introduced, as 
shown in cutaway. Our look at the design did not indicate what type of seating ar- 
rangement was in either level--probably not decided yet. Conventional upper-level 
side windows were nine in number, plus 2 half-windows at one end. (Drawings are 
from memory, and should not be considered definitive. 


BILEVEL SIGHTSEEING CAR. 
e Another one from the Amtrak drawing boards (see drawing in middle of p.11). 


This is the weirdest passenger car we've ever seen, It's a variation on the 
Pullman-Standard bilevel design, and features an extraordinary degree of taper up to a 
narrow roof. We counted 12 windows on one side--3 smaller, 6 large, 3 smaller. Seats 
on the two levels face outwards like bleachers. Spectacular but impractical, we felt, 


THE AMT-125 DIESEL LOCOMOTIVE 

e General Motors has proposed this diesel for use with Amfleet cars. (See 

drawing below and on cover.) GM proposes one engine at each end in a push-pull 
arrangement. Top speed is 125mph, hence the name. The 13-ft high, 115-1b loco would 
use basic GM diesel-electric components, with either a newedesign 2eaxle truck or GM's 
AJA passenger truck. A fiberglass nose encloses a steel crasheresistant structure, 
A pair of engines, using the standard 16-645E3 engines and electric transmission would 
provide a total of 6000hp, for trains up to 10 cars. (Drawings by GM, EMD Division.)

A FIRST FLIGHT IN THE F-40

April 7 was the first day of service for the new General Motors F40PH diesels 
with the Amfleat equipment out of New Haven, Conn, As of April 9 I'd seen units 
200 thru 205 and 207 thru 209. 

Revenue service had been delayed, according to conversations with shop foremen at 
the New Haven facility, by a dispute over wheel taper--Conkail people wanted 1 in 20, 
Amtrak alleged 1 in 40 was acceptable--and by minor electrical problems--wheel slip 
indication when no wheels are slipping, cab signals, and ground relays. 

Cur first trip with engine 203 displayed the novelty of a new locomotive with a 
number of innovations. These included: 1) Strobe lights which--when the feature is 
cut in--flash when the horn is sounded; 2) 4 bell that rings when the horn is sound- 
ed and continues to do so until shut off (the bell alone can also activate the 
strobe lights}; 3) A public address phone that allows the engineer to speak with the 
passengers in the same manner that the conductor does; 4) A constant-speed engine 
that revs at "8% notch" speed when the auxiliary power train line circuit breaker is 
closed--in other words, when "juice" is being fed into the train--and the head end 
power mode selector is set to also feed power to the traction motors to move the 
train; 5) A braking feature that blends an electropneumatic brake on the train with 
a dynamic brake on the engine. To control slack action, the dynamic brake is not 
activated until 10 ibs. of brake cylinder pressure has occurred on the engine, and 
only if the throttle is shut off; 6) Head end power for train lighting, heating, and 
air conditioning. 

The "click by clack", so to speak, of the first F40 run went something like this: 

i had just climbed off a veteran E-8 at motor storage in New Haven after. an on-time 
trip from Boston and walked into the foreman's office. | casually glanced at the 
board to see if our power for the return trip had been lined up as yet. Train 162, 
the BOSTONIAN, 6:30pm out of New York, is still run with conventional equipment, so 
| was expecting an E-8, But to my disbelief, engine 203 was marked up. | had just 
sean it and the 208 on one of the ready tracks but assumed they were there for fur- 
ther testing. However, the foreman assured me that the 203 was going on 162, Train 
176, which normally has Anfleet equipment (see last issue), was lined up with E-8s. 
Train 176 was over an hour late and its schedule east of New York was to be run with 
the equipment scheduled to cover #162. We were being given 176's equipment, and 
176's crew was getting what we normally would have had. 

| walked across the west end of the depot to the station master's office for my 
ritualistic cup of coffee. While contemplating the return run with a new locomotive, 
| savored the warm cup: light on the milk, and being a dentist as well as a railroad- 
er, | eschewed the sugar. A tuna salad sandwich on stone-ground health food bread 
passed for supper. Dessert was an apple, nature's toothbrush. 

The F40 was not the only thought gnawing away at my head; | was becoming over- 
whelmed with curiosity as to. what the D&H was up to on ex-EL and LV rails. A quick 
call to Bison Yard in Buffalo revealed that the former LV hotshots Appolo 1 & 2 and 
ME 1 & 2 were being run by the DAH (ex-EL crews) directly to the N&W with occasional 
trains being made up in the yard with D&H and B&M cars. One more call, this one to 
the B&M piggyback yard in Boston, revealed what | had hoped the B&M and D&H were do- 
ing with their TOFC routings west of Binghamton, NY: Shippers are being actively en- 
couraged to route B&N-D&H-N&W via Buffalo in place of the ex-EL route to the Midwest. 
I attempted to picture the recently bustling Marion, Ohio yard looking like the O&W 
at Middletown, NY. "Impossible," | told myself. Nostalgia weighed heavily on ny 
thoughts. One history-laden rail route was virtually being abandoned while another 
was undergoing a renaissance, Had | not been so effectively socialized with our so- 
ciety's macho values, | would have shed a tear, As it was, the superficial tissue 
planes of my face were drooping inferiorly. 
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My 7:25pm reporting time was drawing close. | recrossed the tracks to motor stor- 
age and climbed aboard the 203, The fresh red-and-blue enamel, unmarred by grime, 
reflected the lights of a spring evening in a most welcomed but unaccustomed manner. 
Eight years of flat Penn Central black would not be missed, 

My first impression of the F40 could be described in one word: oblique. The front 
of the engine is oblique, as is the top of the short cowl. The left and right front 
windshields form an oblique angle also. From the rear or rear quarter the appear- 
ances are grossly similar to an SDP, altho the F40 is smaller and rides on 4-wheel 
trucks. 

My engineer was already on board and consumed with the novelties of his new, giant 
toy. "Let's see now, here's the throttle, bell, whistle, headlight--three positions, 
bright is really bright, isn't it, Mac?", were his first words, The road foreman 
from Boston, Don Lacey, climbed up to more formally introduce us to the features of 
Mr, 203, He went over what we had already for the most part discovered ourselves 
and saved the intricacies for on-the-job training. 

| peered out the left window to check the dwarf signals governing entrance to the 
main tracks and noticed that both displayed the yellow or restricting indication. 

I called the indications to Don, "Restricting twice." The characteristic venting of 
compressed air signalled our departure. The engine revved, and with bell ringing we 
glided away. 

Train 162 was into New Haven at 8:05pm, with the 969, an E60, on the point. The 
969 was cut off and ground its way thru the turnouts east of the station and by our 
203 as we waited for him to clear. At 8:15pm we were "tied on" and the electrician 
walked up and shouted "Power up." | reached up to the head end power mode panel and 
flicked the switch from Isolate to Ready. This was accompanied by a green light 
which read "Auxiliary Train Line", followed by another green light a moment later: 
"Ready." Finally, the white light sprung to life: "Auxiliary Power Phase", and then 
the green Auxiliary Power Circuit Breaker which was accompanied by six Amfleet coa- 
ches coming to life with light. 

The brake test was made and a "high ball" came at 8:18pm, The engine was already 
turning at full rpm's with the H.P. mode selector in the Ready position even before 
the high ball. With the H.P. mode selector in Ready, juice is fed to the train fron 
the 480-volt auxiliary generator in the rear of the engine room while the main gen- 
erator supplies power to the four traction motors geared to the axles. As Jong as 
the Ready position is used on the H.P. mode selector, the engine will be turning at 
full rpm's. There are also two other positions: Isolate--no auxiliary train line 
power--and Standby--no traction motor power but with train line power, In this lat- 
ter position the engine will turn considerably slower, thereby conserving fuel and 
reducing pollution. 

Releasing the independent brake, Don remarked that despite the sound of things-- 
full rpm's with much noise--we would move out of the station very smoothly, and that 
is how it went. Two restricting dwarf signals cleared our way and we slowly snaked 
east out of New Haven onto track 4 in the cut leading to Mill River Jct one mile east. 
Here we take a medium clear signal, turn onto the Shore Line, and bid farewell to 
the Springfield Line and a residual Cedar Hill Yard. 

Our speed picks up out of Mill River. Only the speedometer would indicate any 
change in things in the darkened cab. There is no change in engine rpm's. It is ob- 
vious that we are accelerating even without noticing the increased vibrations of the 
not always well maintained joints in the rails, for the speedometer is almost a foot 
in diameter, practically in the middle of the cab and there most conspicuous. 

We pass Shore Line Jct at 8:25pm. Our speed is 60mph. For four long years Shore 
Line trains were required to slow to 30mph here due to poor track conditions. Fol- 
lowing installation of new switch timbers, ties and ballast and with the concomitant 
surfacing procedures over the last month, 60mph is once again permitted. 

The speedometer read 80mph as we rounded the first curve east of the East Haven 
tunnel. Don shut the throttle off to illustrate operation of the dynamic brake- 


electropneumatic brake blending feature as he prepared to slow for two 60mph 3 
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curves at East Haven, He made a 10-1b. brake pipe reduction on the self-lapping 
automatic brake valve. While he did this, | peered into the rear view mirror just 
outside the window and noticed the brake lights on the cars immediately changing 
from the green==released position--to the yellow--applied position. Ten or so sec- 
conds later the cylinder air pressure on the engine brakes began to build. When it 
reached 10 1bs, the needle on the ammeter moved counterclockwise slowly, then more 
quickly, and the train's speed was felt to decelerate more quickly, as the dynamic 
took hold. Don released the automatic brake at 63mph. The ammeter needle immedi- 
ately returned to the 12 o'clock position and within 5 seconds the running lights on 
the train displayed green. The throttle was advanced from idle to the 6% position, 


and we comfortably negotiated the curves at 58mph, Leaving the last curve, the throt- 


tle was returned to the 8% notch and our speed climbed to 70mph, Don eased off to 
the continuous full rpm's of the engine but our speed remained at 70mph. We glided 
around the curves west of Brandford, Conn. at a constant 70mph. Approaching Brand- 
ford, Don used the same blended braking feature for the 50mph reverse curve thru 
toyn--an undisputed timewasting bottleneck that we all hope will be eliminated in 
connection with proposed line changes. 

We passed thru Brandford at 55mph to the constant thunder of our single-speed en- 
gine, Our speed increased to 80mph before two miles had been traveled, and remained 
between 75 and 80 for the 23 miles to Old Saybrook, We required a scant 17 minutes 
for these 23 miles. We left Old Saybrook on the advertised at 8:48. We had covered 
33 miles in 30 minutes with the Old Saybrook stop. 


A wile east of Old Saybrook we crossed the Connecticut River on a long, and by ap- | 


pearances, old, thru truss bridge with one movable span. It was repairs to the lift 
apparatus of this bridge that closed the Shore Line for a week last spring, and a 
week in December, 1974, The 40mph slow order has been lifted, so we crossed at the 
normal 45=50mph. Soon after the bridge we approached a section of track work where 
new ties and ballast are being placed. Our speed was restricted to 30mph for 6 mis. 
Arriving at New London, we find the slow order has cost us 6 minutes. We leave 4 


minutes late thanks to a brief station stop. The 203 is doing a creditable job. It | 


has our speed up to 45mph as we cross the drawbridge over the Thames River between
